Lake county has an estimated' 4,iB10 
"unofHcial tax collectors," who indi- 
rectly are helping local, state and na^ 
tional government harvest their an- 
nual revenues, the National Consum- 
ers Tax Commission declared today. 
The unofiicial, and generally unwill- 
ing, "tax collectors," according to the 
NCTC are the proprietors and em- 
ployes in the 1,399 local retail stores. 
"There are 17,336 ofltcial tax levying 
and spending governmental agencies in. 
Illinois," said Mrs. Melville Muckle.- 
stone, president of the nation-wide 
women's organization, "But every 
clerk behind a store counter is actually 
a tax collector, too. ' 

"In every sale, these clerks collect 
fractions of hidden taxes that have 
increased the cost of production and 
distribution of the article purchased. 
These taxes, of necessity, must be 
passed on to the consumer as a part 
of the price. A major share of all 
local, state and national taxes now are 
hidden to the consumers who pay them 
this way. 

"The store clerks, of course, don't 
realize it any more than the customer 
docs, but every ring of the cash reg- 
ister represents not only a sale bUt 
a tax payment." - 

"The NCTC now has study groups in 
approximately 5,000 conimunities in 45 
states in its educational campaign lo 
expose "unnecessary consumer-penal- 
izing taxes," Mrs. Mucklestone said.

It may be that some manufac- 
turers or merchants can offer just 
as good value in unknown or un- 
advertised goods. But the chances 
ore ten to one that they can't— be- 
cause advertising not only increases 
the distribution of goods, but at the 
same time increases the production, 
so that advertised goods cost less 
to make; hence, gives more to the 
buyer. 

In the long run you get more for 
your money when you buy adver- 
tised goods. Yon get more in ac- 
tual value. And also get more in 
thai Intangible value, known as con- 
fidence. 

And confidence Is one of the chief 
satisfactions of life.
